$12.930.000 REQUIRED 
TO TAXE THE NEXT CENSUS 


That Is Estimate of Director North, 
Only #410,000 More Than the 
Lest Census Cost. 

Washington, November 29.—The cost 
of taking the next census, as estimated 
by Director North, will be $12,930,000. 
The director says that this is but $410,- 
000 more than the cost of the census 
1900. and says that this will be ac- 
complished ‘“‘in spite of the enormous 
growth in the population during’ the last 
a growth largely contributed 
by foreign-born people, who do not 
speak English, a class which it is very 
expensive and very difficult to enumer- 
ate.’"’ If the work can be done for this 
sum it will be the first time in the 
history of the nation that a census has 
been taken and compiled at practically 
the same cost as the prior enumeration. 
The increase, he gays, heretofore from 
decade to decade has been about 50 per 
cent. 

Notwithstanding the congressional! re- 
quirement that appointments be ‘made 
on the basis of non-competitive exam- 
inations, the director says that personal 
and_ political pressure must, in the end, 
become the determining factor. He fa- 
vors the appointment of clerks on the 
basis of their gtanding on the list of 
eligibles.

OF INSPECTION 


Pure Food Law Now in Effect 
for Fifteen Months. 


Georgia's pure food and pure drug in- 
spectors are out on their final tour of 
the state for the vear which comes to 
a close on December 3!. They are en- 
deavoring. if possible, to have the new 
vear begin with only pure foods and 
feed stuffs and pure drugs on é&ale in 
Georgia. ° 

The pure food law has been in effect 
now fifteen onths and has accomplish- 
ed wonderful results. The pure drug 
law nas been in effect only since sum- 
mer of this year, but during that time 
much good has been accomplished. Dr. 
T. A. Cheatham, the pure drug in- 
spector, has found a number of drug 
stores over the state that are being 
operated without a licensed pharmacist 
at the head, whica is a violation of the 
drug law, and he has caused these places 
to be filled with experienced and H- 
censed druggists. 

Pure Food Inspector P. A. Methvin is 
devoting his time now to the inspection 
of western feed stuffs, which are being 
shipped into this state. Under a report 
of the state chemist recently issued. 
it snows that a majority of these feed 
stuffs do not measure up to the stan- 
dards required by the Georgia law and 
as fast as found they are seized and 
shipped out of the state. 

More and more the Georgia merchants 
and planters are coming to realize that 
the southern product, cotton seed meal, 
when mixed with cotton seed hulls, is 
not only cheaper but a better cattle 
feed than anything snipped from the 
west. This is proven by statistics gath- 
ered by the agricultural department in 
Atlanta, which shows a tremendous in- 
crease in the use of this feed in Geor- 
gia, especially since the pure food lw 
went into effect. 

Dr. Gheatham ig making a 
study of the cotton seed oll, which is 
being sold so generally tnroughout the 
state as a condiment, cooking oil and 
as a medicine, to see that it is kept pure 
and not adulterated. As a result of 
these inspections, Georgia leads the 
south in the matter of pure foods and

Discussing ‘‘Locks and Dams,”’

meéeterology and river hydraulics. 

“The locks are in pairs, and since the 
cOmpilation of the last annual report 
the projected dimensions have been in- 
creaseqg so that the width in the clear 
will be tiO feet, the usable length re- 
maining, as heretoferé, 1,000 feet. The 
question of increasing the width was 
raised by the general board of the 
Davy, in a memorandum to the 
secretary of the Navy, dated 
Washington, October 29, 1907, set- 
ting forth ‘that the ? Width of 
the locks as now fixed, namely, 100 
feet, is sufficient for probable ships of 
future construction, and that ‘sound 
policy would dictate an increase to a 
clear width of 110 feet.’ 

“While the commission, 
consideration, was of the opinion 
the width already adopted for 
locks—-|00 feet in the clear—was ample 
for all commercial vessels building or 
contemplated, and sufficient for any 
battleship constructed, building or pro- 
jected, it felt that the wishes of the 
navy, as expressed by the general 
board, should be followed, there being 
no insuperable obstacles, and it accord- 
recominended that the project be 
modified as desired. This modification

The Gatan Lotks. 


Of the Gatun locks, the 

“The borings previouSly made to 
termine the character of the founda-'| 
tion for the locks developed the exist-, 
ence of strata of varying materials, and ' 
investigations were continued during the| 
year to ascertain the depths of the 
Strata and to determine also whether 
suitable matertal extended sufficiently ' 
far below the level on which the loek 
walls are to be built to carry the 
weight; a depth of 50 feet helow this 
level was fixed and the borings were 
so made. The materials encountered 
may be briefly summarized as a layer

the site. Below this layer is dense’! 
argillaceous sandstone of considerable 
thickness, 

“The borings disclosed the presence | 
of ground water, under pressure, in| 
some of the conglomerate and through 
the stratum of soft sandstone, and in- 
vestigations developed an underground 
flow through ‘he sandstone, the source 
of supply being apparently ground 
water from the hills to the southeast. 
and at a considerably higher elevation | 
than the lock site. The indications are 
that the flow is about parallel to the 
axis of the lock. The volume of water 
encountered is small. There is no ques- 
tion that the various materials w'ill bear 
the greatest ijwads that will be trans- 
mitted to them by the lock walls, if 
provision igs made to prevent the under- 
ground flow of water through the softer 
materials on which part of the walls 
will rest, 

“It ig intended now to prevent access 
to the foundation of this water. by 
means of curtain walls connected with 
the underlying impervious stratum of 
argiffaceous sandstone, and additional 
precautions will be taken if develop- 
ments during construction make such 
advisable or necessary.’

Labor. 

“A net decrease in the skilled force 
was made during the year, yet there 
were almost as many new employees 
as in. the preceding year, the number 
of men employed being 5.200 and 5,800, 
respectively, for the two years, indi- 
cating the shifting character of the 
force and gsbowing that it is practically 
renewed every year. A radical change, 
however, has taken place in the source 
of supply. There were |!,828 men em- 
ployed jn the United States, as against 
3,038 the year before, while the num- 
ber employed on the isthmus has in- 
creased from 2,760 to 3,382. 

“There are approximately 500 more 
Europeans and 1,000. more West In- 
dians on the work than there were at 
the close of the previoys fiscal year. 
To cover this increase and to fill vacan- 
cies caused by the departure of em- 
ployees from the isthmus 4,150 West 
Indians and 3,650 Europeans were im- 
ported. As the total excess of immi- 
gration over emigration was nearly 1{8,- 
000, the labor problem may be consid- 
ered as solved. 

“Approximately 700 American families 
were brought to the isthmus during the 
year and quarters accommodating 250 
families were reeommended for con- 
struction, 

‘Laborers’ quarters are at present 
ample, and there is an _ increasing 
tendency among certain classes of labor- 
ers to go to the bush or into tene- 
ments in varfous smal] towns along the 
zone.

OF PIONEERS 


Many Interesting Addresses 
Before the Alabama Bap- 
tists’ Centennial. 


Montgomery, Ala.,, November . 29.— 
(Special.)—The prominent questions be- 
fore the Alabama Baptists’ centennial 
Saturday had é do with all sorts of 
pioneering as an organization in Ala- 
bama. Josepheus Shackleford, of Tus- 
kegee, lead off with pioneer preachers 
of North Carolina, to be folllowed by 
W. M. Blackwelder, of Greenville, on 
ploneer preachers of South Alabama. 
Prof. H. S. Halbert, of the Alabama 
history department, talked on the work 
among the Indians; C, W. Hare, of Tus- 
kegee, on the work for the negro, and 
Rev, J. W. Stewart, of Evergreen on 
“Our Local and General Benevolence; 
the Story of the Orphanage.” 

In the afternoon George W. Duncan, 
of Auburn, another jiayman, spoke of 
the literary history of the Baptists of 
the state, while A. G. Moseley, of En- 
terprise, took up Baptist historians. J. 
T. Murfee of Tuscaloosa, made a talk 
on Baptist journalism in the state, and 
Chief Justice Jo R. Tyson, of the 
supreme court, reported for the state 
Baptist Historical Society, of which he 
is the president. “~

should be with bowed head and bended 
heart and knee; all superfluous, as well 
as lignt and vain conversation, are ab- 
solutely out-of keeping with the place, 
which. because of its consecration, 
should be the best we can make it 
and kept at all times free from every- 
thing unseemly in appearance,\in sound 
and in action. 

Let these things sink deep finto our 
minds and produce altered manners, in 
the careless, the thoughtless, the vul- 
gar, and in all those who one moment 
are presenting tneir most solemn sup- 
plications and worship, and the next 
moment (as though God had been driven 
out by the benediction) chatting lightly 
of vain things, exchanging jests, or 
talking over their worldly affairs as 
they would on the street or at bank,

Is it to be believed that if the out- 
ward comportment of some is quite as 
reprehensible as tne bartering in the 
Jewish temple, the interior state 
condition of the worshippers is of less 
gravity or less fruitful cause of divine 
censure from Him who looKeth on the 
heart? 

Dare we allow to accompany us into 
God's house our worldly calculations, 
our expectations of gain, our disagree- 
able humors, our uncharitable feelings, 
and, above all, the thoughts of sin whicn 
will often unmbidden tempt us in the 
midst of our most solemn devotions? 

Are there none of you who, secretly 
from all but God, bring into His house 
your money, your lands, your cattle, 
your houses, your crops, your business 
and your pleasures? Are there none 
who bring tnoeir bodies only Into this 
place while their hearts: wander wita 
Satan up and down, to and fro, on the 
earth? 

We have the sacred Altar, the Font 
of Regeneration, the Books of’the Law 
and the Gospel all before us. The build- 
ing is full of types of sacrifice and sym- 
bols of truth. The cail is to prayer, and 
you are invited at the outset to recall 
that “The Lord is in His Holy Tem- 
ple,”’ and exhorteth “let all the earth 
keep silence before Him.” 

Seores of words lay stress on the 
seriousness: of life, the certainty of 
death and the judgment. Pleas are 
made to you to Keep His laws in your 
hearts and to obserye His command- 
ments. And it is worse than the ver- 
jest child's play, it is conduct nat unbe- 
coming an idiot, to. pass in and out, to 
sit and stand and sing or read in a 
careless attitude and with an unrecep- 
tive mind, here. where Carist hath prom- 
ised His presence, whether the congre- 
gation be two or many.’ 

Theré is deep appreciation of the pur- 
port of what we do or think or say 
here in the old invitation to Communion 
“Holy things for holy persons,’’ a sense 
whtch the preacner had ‘ who wrote 
“Keep thy ‘feet when thou goest to the 
House of God, and’) be more ready to 
hear than to offer the sacrifice of fools, 
for they consider not that they do evil.” 
' In these examples we see how easy a 
matter, and yet how sinful it is to wor- 
-snip God with our lips while our hearts 
are far ff Him. As well, how little 
meaning w@ put into our most religious 
acts, and how little fervor, the spirit 
of sacrifice, hearing to hearken and 
self-consecration may be utterly absent 
from our souls, even when our bodies 
‘are prostrate and our appearance be- 
yond criticism. |

Let me invite you, next to consider 
that the teaching of this exceptional 
act of Christ is not exhausted even’ 
in -the stress which it lays upon our 
cautious. and humble roach to and 
sojourn in the place of in the hour of 
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Reese “Of meaning, as yet 
the .application of — 
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Catholics when much of the 


church connection is the social] status 
created by the company which mena 
keep in their ecclesiastical connections. 

How Often is the chief consideration 
with. those who join this or that de- 
nomination or ‘this or that particular 
church, not the opportunity for tne 
soul, nor the occasion of perrsonal 
service, nor the elevation of religious 
ideals, nor the securing of the highest 
standards of righteousness and truth, 
but the debased view that the connec- 
tion will give rise te social recognition, 
out of which will come invitations t9 
the houses of the great or the wealthy, 
‘promotion of the worldly interests of a 
son or a daughter. How often are the 
clothing, the jewels, the style of the 
congregation made the touchstone. of 
interest and the basis of attachment! 
Hiow often does the human personality 
of the preacher or of members of the 
congregation displace the search after 
truth, Outwelgh all spiritual gains and 
even place God, life and duty at a dis- 
advantage! 

How intensely unreal and dishonor- 
ng, how dissimilar to Christ, how 
worldly and timeserving and grossiy 
inconsiderate of the Master’s teaching 
are these reasons! How they accus- 
tom people to’ subterfuges, how they 
engender deceit and pride; how iow, 
how very low, do they bring down ail 
the claims which men set up for their 
religion, that here the same rules, the 
Same criteria obtain as in secular con- 
nections and business transactions! 

Beloved, if there be any importance 
ir religion, it is far too serious a mat- 
ter to be trifled wish by such cajolery, 
by such mummery. 

Yet another exariple appears far too 
often in trade between men and men. 
They are worthy .of our patronage 
who conduct their business wpon right 
principles, whose calling is legitimate, 
whose methods are clear, whose con- 
duct to employees is considerate, whose 
goods and wares are worth the cost. 
At times we may very properly carry 
out a kindly disposition to encourage 
one who is unfortunate or weak and 
help him to hetp himself. 

In general it is accepted as g00d 
buy of the man from whom 
we can get what we want at the most 
moderate prices. We have a right to 
assume that every merchant looks out 
for a margin. 

Now if, instead of acting upon these 


general laws, men introduce a new sys- 


tem, if declining the usual] conditions, 
if a churchman refuses to deal with a 
member of another Christian body bde- 
cause of the latter’s belief, if one call- 
ing himself a Christian of any other 
name refuses to enable a Roman Cath- 
olic to make an honest living in trade, 
if you silently boycott a Hebrew be- 
cause he is a Hebrew, or if in any 
other manner you seek to divert pur- 
cases, not for dishonesty or sharp 
| practice, or any other moral defect, but 
because ot his caste, his race, his re- 
you do an unholy and un-Chris- 
tian deed. 

You are endeavoring to use the force

condition different fron» your own. 
Will you turn your religion into spite; 
will you desecrate the sacred name by 
which yu are called, and commit the 
sin of sacrilege in the church of Goti? 

Yet, again, the methods of constraint 
or prevention not at all uncommon 
among certain of our people to hold 
others to their convictions, to compel 
them to the practice of the dictates of a 
denomination and not of their ewn con- 
science, to maintain a practical boycott 
because of differences In religious views, 
to belittle all methods and forms not 
of their preference, to discountenance 
and disparaging devout and honorable 
ChrfStians who cannot speak their 
shibboleths, is not this to convert the 
sacred environs of God's church into a 
house of merchandise which should be 
an association for prayer, for good 
works, for fioly rivalry in the most ex- 
cellent of caves? 

Tt would seem that all such as hold 
their belief tn Christ, contemning those 
who differ, whether they exhibit the 
bitterness of hate in “misrepresentation 
or in unreasoning objection, in hidden 
malice or open persecution, are subjects 
of divine reproof, ‘‘Take these things 
hence.’’ Is Ms chyrch of God, however 
you view truly or erroneously, a 
schoo! for ple " dantention, for the 
miserable jealousies of selfish and hard 
spirits? 

Do these really seek the kingdom of 
God and the righteousness thereof or 
the domination of a party and. the in- 
terests allied with a local or pecullar 
view? ’ 

There is no mere cavil in these 
queries, They are proper questions 
forced out of an experience of many 
years under conditions in which a con- 
tinual effort is observed is not to make 
or keep men Christians, but to enroll 
partisans, under the stimulus of pride 
in greatness and numbers. 

And can we wonder that men of can- 
dor and of simple but earnest faith re- 
coil from the attempts to make per- 
petual the bonds of a denominationalism 
which is a travesty upon the freedom 
and ‘manliness of the. gospel of Jesus 
Christ? 

This spirit of sanctimonious mercan- 
tilism is traced in the treatment ac- 
corded any independent inquirer after 
truth. 

It is mot a fact that an authoritative 
church is -responsible for the. burdens 
laid upon men’s consciences; but it Is 
true that in. many quarters reverent 
criticism is classed with open unbelief, 
and the epithets agnostic and infidel are 
freely and publicly employed to describe 
men and all their lives long have been 
led by the teachings of the gospel, but, 
forsooth, cannot and will not yield their 
intelligence and sacrifice thelr honesty 
to profess the tenets of some occasiona! 
teacher, or receive for gospel the theories 
of salvation and the elements of religion 
Which have no sounder basis than tke 
peculiar view and experiences of an- 
other ‘man. 

They know only too well that a sys- 
tem of religion which defies history and 
cannot stand the test of analysis and 
respectful inquiry has no claims of 
jurisdiction over either faith or morals, 
when the Great Teacher of Teachers and 
Pastor of Pastors threw.out this chal- 
lenge to the world to prove the truth 
of his mission and the adequacy of his 
teachings—‘"‘He that willeth to do God’s 
will, shall know of the doctrine wheth- 


er it be of God or whether I speak of 


myself.’”’ 

Is there not ground for «the charge 
that other American Christians canno* 
afford any longer to revile Roman 
Protest- 
antism of our day is honeycombed with 
hypocrisy: when “mén will fight to the 
death and persecute without pity ‘for 
a religion they do not understand, and 
whose’ precepts they habitually disre- 
gard.” . 

It is not enough, my friends, to be 
within the guarded precincts of-a titu- 
lar church, or to have the indorsement 
of great doctors and scholarly divines; 
it is not enough that men change 
mcney that others may buy oxen and 
sheep and doves to offer at ,the shrine 
of some well-equipped temple, while 
the church of devout and loyal souls, 
and intended to embrace the sin-sick, 
the doubters andthe imperfect, 's 
turned into a.den of soul-thieves. 

Ask many of the people of .the day 
why they have abandoned church-go- 
ing, and if not under a spell or com- 
pulsion, seer will pe ag that. they are

WASHINGTON WILL THROB 
“WITH CONVENTION SPIRIT 


Southern Commercial Congress and 
Other Bodies Soon to 
Assemble 


Washington, November 29.—Washington will 
throb with convention spirit next week when 
half a dozen organizations, each national in 
scope and purpose assemble here. The na- 
tional rivers and harbors congress, the south- 
ern commercial congress, the national coun- 
cil of commerce, the national conservation 
commission conference with the governors of 
the states are the events arranged in which 
most interest centers. Aside from these gath- 
erings will be the convention of the National 
Liquor League of America and the National 
League of Democratic Clubs. ’ 

The southern commercial congress = wil? 
meet December 7 and 8. The congress is one 
of ‘“‘interpretation’”’ and it seeks to describe 
the resources of the south so that the whole 
nation may understand the commercial pos- 
sibilities of the south. One hundred of the 
south’s leading commercial bodies will send, 
delegations and busihess men in al! parts pe 
the country will attend. 

The national conservation commission will 
meet in conference with the governors of 
states, beginning December 8 

The national council of commerce, 
was inaugurated by Secretary Straus 
December, will meet on December 10.

United States will be represented. Secretary 
Straus emphasises the fact that through this 
organization commercial interests can be ad- 
vised of trade abroad and that the business 
departments of the government can keep in 
touch with trade expanSlon. The council 
seeks the establishment of a permanent bu- 
reau here to keep in touch with the depart- 
ments of the government having to do with 
commercial affairs, in order that the depart- 
ments may communicate to the special inter- 
ests it ig intended to reach {mportant matters 
not now published because of their conft- 
dentia] nature. 

The national rivers and harbors congress 
will be in session December 9 to 11. The 
convention will plan its campaign before 
congress for the establishment by the federal 
government of a permanent and comprehen- 
sive policy of water improvement. For this 
object it will urge the appropriation of $69, - 
000, 000. 

The National League of Democratic Clubs 
will hold sessions December 8 to 10 for the 
purpose of maintaining interest in the or- 
ganization which now exists and strengthen 
the league so as to make unnecessary reor- 
ganization at the beginning of eath campaign.

BOATS USED-TO SAVE PEOPLE 


| Cottonwood River Is Higher Than 
Ever Before, and Is Still Rising. 
All Ratlroad Trains in and 
Out of the City Have 
Peen . nn allied, 


Guthrie, Okla.,~November 29.—As a 
result of a 48-hour downpour in the 
valley of the Cottonwood river and its 
tributaries, the Cottonwood overflowed 
this afternoon. Several hundred homes 
are partially under water in West 
Guthrie and 3,000 people tonight are 
homeless. The river at 6 o'clock to- 
night wag one foot higher than ever 
before in its history, and rising 12 
inches an hour. 

Hundreds of people who failed to 
get out of the flooded district, be- 
lieving that the river would not rise 
as -rapidly as it did, fired shots of dis- 
tress before sunset tonight and hun- 
dreds of boats with any army of res- 
cuers brought the tardy ones to 
Places of safety. It is believed that a 
few persons are still in their homes, 
but nothing definite is known. 

So rapid was the rise in the Cotton- 
wood that twenty head, of cattle in the 
affected district were drowned befora 
they could be gotten Ou, of the water. 
Street car service is completely at a 
standstill.. The city’s water plant is 
under water. 

Five.thousand dollars worth of 
ton, belonging to the farms’ oi! 
was washed away down stream, and 
2,000 bales are stil] in the water. The 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe round 
heuse and shops are inundated. 

All railroad trains in and out of 
Guthrie have been annulled. Near 
Seward, Okla., the Santa Fe tracks are 
out, and the railroad bridge at Red 
Rock has been washed out. The Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas, and the Fort 
Emith and Western railroads report 
many miles of track out near this celty. 
The Denver, Enid and Gulf train is 
waterbound at Crescent. The Eastern 
OkhMmhomea railroad trains are being heid 
at Stillwater. According to reports 
reaching this city, many miles of track 
on these two roads are either washe1 
out or so completely under water that 
it is impossible to move trains.
